the Church ot England and Sir Her- 
bert Reberts, a Welsh Noneconformist 
member of the House of Commons. 


Functions of Comission, 

The functions of the commission 
will be judicial, , administrative and 
actuarial. They will have to deter- 
mine the allocation of border parishes 
to English or welsh diocesses; decide 
what is Welsh ecclesiastical property, 
which on the passage of the bill ve- 
came vested in them: and they will 
have to distribute qmong the ulti- 
mate benefictaries, the church repre. 
sentative body, the Welsh wounty 
councils, the University of Wales and 
the burial authorities, 

It is estimated that the property 
of the Church in Wales, which will 
be taken over by the commissioners, 
is worth, including #rants from the 
ecclesiastical commissioners and 
Queen Anne's bounty, over 71,560,005 
annually. Outside this, the chur 
has an income of some $100,000, 
which will not be touched by the dls- 
endowment clauses of the Act and 
besides provision will be made for the 
clergy, so that they will suffer no 
financial loss. The bishops and clergy 
will continue te receive their present 
incomes so long @s they hold their 
offices, and they will also be left in 
the enjoyment of their palaces and 
parsonages.

Three New Pitchers have 


Received Transportation

Two Pitchers Euchered Out of No 
Hit Game by Contests Going 
to Extra Innings

In the excitement incident to the 
war ,between organized ‘ball and the 
Federals, it has possibly escaped the 
attention of the fan that they have 
witnessed in the American League this 
year more 1 to 6 battles ‘han ever be- 
fore. In the first six weeks of the 
campaign lust year the Johnsonites 
reeled off only two such passages-at- 
arms; in the same Ume this year they 
have played thirteen contests of this 
character, During the entire season 
of 1913 the junior jeague had twenty- 
one 1 to 0 games, so it looks as if the 
Johnsonites’ record for 1 to 0 games 
would be smiushed to infinitesimal 
smitherens during 1914. 

An odd feature of the 1 to 0 games 
played in the American League this 
season is that Walter Johnson, Chal- 
mers car winner last year, hasn't fige 
ured in one of them. In 1913 the Ida- 
ho phenom got mixed up in no less 
than seven of these pitching battles, 
capturing five and dropping two, both 
to Ray Collins, of the Red Sox. 

Joe Leonard, of Boston, and Eddie 
Cicotte, of Chicago, have acquired 
Jobnson’s 1913 habit of getting into 1 
to 0 conmrbats, but not his habit of win- 
ning them. The easterner and the 
westerner each have figured in three 
1 to 0 battles, the verdict being for 
them once and against them twice. 
Artillerists who have pitched a Drace 
of i to 0 engagements are Earl Ham- 
ilton, of the Browns, and Jtm Scott, 
of the White Sox. “Death Valley 
Jim” beat the Yankees 1 to 0, in nine 
innings, and lost to the Senaiors 1 to 
0 in ten frames, though he denied 
Grif's Gladiators a hit until the one 
overtime session. Scott is the second 
American League boxman to ve eu- 
chred out of a no hit game Ddecause 
his mates could not supply him with a 
tally in the regulation rounds. The 
same unfortunate experience happen- 
ed to Tom Hughes, of the Yankees in 
a game with the Naps in 1910. 

Every American League team won 
one or more 1 to 0 games in the first 
six weeks of the campaign this year 
and every club save Washington last 
at least one contest of this kind, The 
White Sex have figured in cight 1 to 
0 games, the Red Sox in five, the Naps 
in three and the Senators, White Ble- 
phants, Tigers, Yankees and Browns 
each in two, | Byston -and Chicago 
have lost the most—tive. On May 14 
no less than three 1 to 9 games were 
played in the American League and 
iwo of these contests ran into over- 
time, ‘Philadelphia downing Cleveland 
in thirteen innings and Washington 
conquering Chicago in ten sessions.
